British House Adjourns Without Division to Oct. 19th But Speaker is 
Empowered to Summon it Earlier Should Public Interest Demand 
it—Britain Not to be Committed to Any Intervention Agains 
Russia Without Sanction of Parliament ' : 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—The house. of commons: tonight without 
division, agreed to the: motion of Andrew Bonar Jaw, the govern- 
ment leader, adjourning the house until October 19th, but empow- 
|ering the speaker to summon parliament earlier should publi¢ in- 
terest demand it. This and Mr. Bonar Law’s undertaking that in 
event of Russia’s armistice terms to Poland being materially altared, 
the government would take no action without consulting parlia- 


ment, meets the opposition’s objections that the country should not 
be committed to any intervention against Russia without the consent of 
parliament. ; 

Mr. Bonar Law confirmed that the armistice terms to Poland as an- 
nouncéd by Russia, had the approval of both Great Britain and Italy, and 
‘said that, if they were sincerely adhered to, Great Britain would not in-

Mr. Lloyd George con- 
fined himself to repeating his previous offer that the government would dis- 
cuss a settlement with any representative of Irish opinion, not excluding

Before long every window in 
the newly-built building had been 
shattered and then the mob attacked 
the doors. McNeal and the police of- 


|ficers saved their lives by crouching | 


in corners and holding chairs in front 
of them as volleys of rocks swept 
the building. 

Several Shots Fired. 

At first several shots were fired out 
of the upstairs windows to frighten 
the crowd, but it did not hinder them. 
Then flares were thrown through the 
shattered windows and a couple of 
men rushed a bundle of hay saturated 


Soon the flames burst out and event- 
ually the smoke and flames drove the 
men who had been besieged since 
early afternoon down the stairs and 
out. 

“We surrender,” yelled McNeal as 
he came down the staifs, with Chief 
Frank Collins hanging to his steel 
wristiet. 

A Buffalo reporter, Harold White, 
was just ahead of McNeal and the 
crowd seized him and were rushing 
him off. He showed his badge and 
they let him go. McNeal was seized 
and rushed over in front of the town 
hall to an automobile. A rope taken

m. 

Screams for Mercy 

He screamed for mercy whilo the 
mob howled like demons. 

“Give -him a chance,” called some 
one, and that met with popular ap- 
proval, “Men, if you are men, give 
me a chance to make a statement,” 
cried’ the poor blood-stained wretch. 
“It may be my last words on. earth." 

McNeal and the crowd then moved 
to the public library steps. McNeal 
spoke for half an hour before a 
hushed crowd. He swore by the 
Eternal he had rfot killed Margaret 
Boucock. .

When McNeal ceased speaking there 
was no further talk of ‘lynching.

MONTREAL, Aug. 16.—The Montreal Star tonight carries 
the following cable from Paris: 

The Bolsheviki have overthrown the Koutchoukay govern- 
ment in the Caucasus and have established a revolutionary com- 
mittee, which issued a manifesto denouncing ‘‘ English imperial- 
ism,’’ and which threatens to over-run Armenia and Persia, ac- 
cording to a foreign office dispatch from’ Constanginople today.

OTTAWA, Aug. 16—(Camadian Press)— | 
Monday, October 25th next has been named 
as the date on which the electors of Mani- 
toba will vote for and against the importa- 
tion of liquor into their province, under 
the amended Canadian Temperance act. 
This proclamation is published in the 
Canada Gazette. 

Voters in urban poling divisions will vote 
as provided in the Dominions Election act, 
between the hours of six o'clock in the 
morning and six o'clock im the evening, 
and in the rural districts 9 o'clock to six 
o'cloek in the evening.

GES RESEARCH 
NATURAL WEALTH 


H. H. Cronyn, M.P., Is Speaker at) 
Luncheon of Kiwanians and 
Board of Trade 


Telling of the great value of ecten 
tific research to the industrial wealth 
of the nation and appealing to Canada 
for greater activity along industrial 
scientific lines, Hume Cronyn, menyber 
of the federal government for London, 
Ontario, addressed a large joint meet- 
ing of Board of Trade and Kiwanis 
Club members assembled in the Mac- 
denald hotel at noon Monday. 

While other nations were spendigg 
millions of dollars on scientific res 
search in order to strengthen them 
commercially, Canada, possessing na- 
tural potentialities in richness untur- 
passed by any other country in the 
world, was leaving this nrost important 
phase of industrial development ptac- 
tically untouched. 


Mr. Cronyn appealed for local in- | 
terest In the project and yas empha- | 
tic in his declaration that 6 govern. | 


ment of Canada was primarily respon- 
sible for Canada's apparent lethrgy 
in the prosecutiongof research work. 

Mr. Cronyn is president of the Mu- 
tudl Life,of Canada and general man- | 
ager of the Huron and Erie Mortkage 
Company, and is accompanied on his 
visit to Edmonton by Charles’ Ruby, 
general manager of the Mutual Life of 
Canada, 8S. C. Tweed, superintendent 
of agengies; C. M. Bowman, chairman 
of the investment company and Dr. 
Webb, medical director. All are regis- 
tered at the Macdonald hotel. 

Science Master Key 

“Scientific research is a question in 
which the province of Alberta should 
be particularly interested because its 
first object is to enable us to dis- 
cover and utilize the natural re- 
sources of our country,” Mr. Cronyy 
asserted, “Science is the master key 
which unlocks the natural treasury 
vaults of the globe and no province 
of Canada is more richly endowed 
with potential wealth than ts this far 
flung region, 

“Science is of two kinds,” the 
speaker continued: “pure or funda 
mental which is concerned in the en- 
larging of tae bounds of human 
knowledge and.applied or iIntlustrial 
science which seeks t@ utilize the dis- 


“Tt is the function of our univerel- 
ties and other seats of Jearning to 
cultivate pure science and to train 
researchers in that high | branch. 
Without such trained men Bio pro- 
gress is possible, Ag education ts a 
provincial matter this phase of the 
question must be left to local au- 
thority and generosity; it is not one 
n which the federal government can 
intervene. 

“But applied or industrial science 
je a matter that can best be handled 
by the dominion as a waole and it 
is ‘with the hope of arousing your 
interest in the matter this addrésy cs 
given. 

“Tet us look at what other nations 
are doing. ‘The three great industri- 
al countries are the leaders, reat 
Britain, the. United States and Ger- 
many have each established maenifi- 
cent institutions for this purpose. 
Germany was the first to offer ade- 
quate governmental support for al- 
though the Germans were not leaders 
in pure science, they were quick to 
rake practical uSe of tae discoveries! 
of scientists of other countries. 4ireat 
Britain followed a few years later and 
during and since she has redoubled 
her efforts along this line. 

“A few months ago the British gov- 
ernment eet aside a fund of one mi!- 
lion pounds to be expended in the fol- 
lowing five years for the encourage- 
ment of scientific and industrial re- 
searcu. More than twenty*years ago 
the United States founded the Bureau 
of Standards at Washington, a bureau 
concerned almost wholly with scien- 
tific research and upon this bureau 
she today expends more than two mii- 
lion dollars per annum. 

“Not only does the American gov- 
ernment give lavisaly to the object 
but the hugh and wealthy industries 
of that’ country spend like amounts 
for their own objects and profits. The

Tokio. France has charged its Ac- 
ademy of Science with the care of 
the problem while ever far off Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, have pro- 
vided for the establisament of central 
institutes, 

“What has Canada done? Confin- 
ing our enqutry entirely to the fed- 
eral field and excepting the work of 
one or two departments such as those 
of mines and agriculture, we have 
not yet made a beginning at least on 
the practical side, Some three years 
ago, an advisory couneil of disting 
nuisaed men was formed to look over 
the field and advise the government 
Out gide the administrative chairman, 
its members received no remunera 
tion and, as can be understood, they 
were not supposed to undertake re 
search work themselves. 

Canada is Lacking 

“after an exhaustive survey into! 
Canadian conditions, they found that 
not two per cent. of tae industries of | 
this country ufidertook research work 
and only ten per cent. ever, possessed 
routine laboratories, and after enquiry 
into what had been accomplished 
elsewhere, the council recommended 
through the government tae estab- 
Hehment of a central research inetit- 
ute along the lines of those at Ted- 
dington,. England, and of Washing- 
ton. ‘The full text of the report of te 
council for each year since the de- 
partment was organized has been on 
the table of the hoyse, and will be 
found in the printed coples whic are 
available on arplication to the chair- 
man at Ottawa. 

“During the war the government 
was not prepared to take action but 
late in the first session of 1919 and 
again in the eession just closed a 
select parliamentary committee was 
appointed to consider the ques- 
tion. I also had the honor 
of presiding over both of these 
committees when we had before us 
eminent men not only from all parts) 
of Canada but also from _ various 
points of the United States, In addi- 
tion to thie ora) testimony, and the 
vast mage of written evidence placed 
before tae jcommittee, Jo made, as

"The opening, later on, of a per- 
manent bureau here to represent 
Tiussia’s interests in Canada depends 
upon the speed with which commer- 
cial relations develop,’"’ he said. * ‘One 
Canadian bureau would suffice, ag 
any orders placed, for example, in 
Toronto, would be looked after from 
here.'"" Mr. Ohsol went on to say that 
the lack of any postal communica- 
tion between Russia and the rest of 
the world is a very serlous handicap 
to the development of trade, as 
it was very difficult in many cases 


to make the people in ,Russia, un- 
derstand, without sending samples, 
just what the manufacturer was of- 
fering them. 

“Under the present system all re- 


ports from the Russian agents abroad 
aoe transmitted to Moscow by wire- 
less through the Russian Trade Lega- 
tion in London, which is intended to 
act as a clearing house for trade infor- 
ination and for the apportioning of 
purchases. It is presided over by 
Leonid Krassin, who returned to Eng-
